It was an extremely com 
night, and between the acta Rachel, 
Instead of going to her dressing-room 
or green room, where a fire rendered 
it plea Rant and comfortable, eat be­ 
tide a small table placed near the 
prompter’s leat. On the table abe had 
placed several wax candles, the book 
of the play and Rome papera. There 
In the extreme cold, with but a Blight 
covering, eat thia fragile, classic form, 
the cold air rushing down, around and 
about her, chilling with its Icy Influ­ 
ence even those who were seated In 
the parquet. 
Raphael Felix, Rachel's 
bret her, had taken the theater in Its 
entirety, assuming all the expenses of
